A "very thorough public re- 
port* 1 on the Hault Center fire 
promised yesterday by Mayor 
■ Moon Landrieu to be complet- 
ed in about two weeks ma\ 
take a little longer than 
pected. 

Asst. Fire Superintendent 
William McCrossen said tod^y 
that the mayor may have 
been optimistic in his estimat- 
ed date of completion o; .the 
report, being compiled by the 
City Fire Prevention Bureau, 

; the state Fire Marsha] s Of- 
fice and the New Orleans Fire 
Department. 

McCmsen said he felt that 
the NOFD*s part of the re- 
port. which deals with how 
the fire was fought, would be 
completed earlier than expect- 
ed, however. 

McGrossen also said that 
there were uq new develop- 
ments hi the investigation into 
the Nov. 19 tragedy which 
saw four people die t three 
women plunging seven stories 
to their deaths from a fiery 
IfSih story window to a roof 
etehi stories below. 

He said that cans found in 
the building which could be 
linked to possible arson were 
t®der laboratory investigation 
and cautioned that “sometime 
these tilings just turn out to 
be property of the building.” 
Investigators have begn re* 
liietant to say if they have 
uncovered any evidence of ar- 
son. The fact that two fires , 
occurred in the same building ' 
the day has caused in- 
vestigators to lock closely at 
the arsen angle. *
